DETAILED ACTION 
Status of Claims 

1. Claims 2-5, 7-10, 12-15, and 17-20, filed May 13*, 2011, are currently under 

examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2-5, 7-1 0, 1 2-1 5, and 1 7-20 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of Kimura (US 5,985,209) and JP '604 (JP 2002-105604) 
disclose martensitic steels for a line pipe. However the 1.132 declaration of Mr. Yukio 
Miyata dated November 4*^^, 2011 provides sufficient evidence that all of the tested 
examples in both the Kimura and JP '607 reference have Csoi quantities that are in 
every instance outside of the range claimed ~ showing that one of ordinary skill in the 
art would not have expected the prior art steel of Kimura or JP '607 to possess the 
claimed Csoi content merely due to overlapping ranges of other alloying elements. 

With respect to the previous provisional (nonstatutory) obviousness-type double 
patenting rejections based on copending application US '097 (12/665,097), these 
rejections are withdrawn per MPEP 804, 1-1 , paragraph 1 . 

With respect to the previous obviousness-type double patenting rejections over 
US '141 (US 7,842,141), the Examiner agrees with Applicants (p. 4 of Applicants' 
remarks filed November 4'^ 2011) that the 1.132 affidavit of November 4'^ 2011 also 
distinguishes the instant claims over US 7,842,141 as the recitation of claims 1-5 of US 
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Art Unit: 1733 

'7,842,141 is substantially similar to the fact pattern presented by Kimura and thus 
would similarly not provide one of ordinary skill in the art a reasonable expectation of a 
martensitic stainless steel seamless pipe having the claimed level of Csoi-
